Aug. 11.— Iq tha caaa 
o( coamoawaaltb of Kaatucky 
▼enrav Cnrtls Jett and Thomas 
White, now on trial In this place for 
aJlcged aasasaination of J. B. Marcum 
at Jackson, Breathitt county, Ky., on 
ih9 4th day of Majr laat, Judga Laf- 
fertjr, who Unjahad hli apaach Mou- 
dar momlnf . made a lalUnt oae. He 
referred to Instaacea In -the history of 
crimes where Innocent men had been 
executed. He pleaded with the jury 
not to inflict tha death sentence, as It 
waa not la conaonanca with the high- 
aat prineiplea of ChriatiaiU^ at taught 
in tha ||arU^aa> He referred to a 
case whfeli happened in this county in 
1848. where an Innocent man was hung 
within a quarter of a mile of town for 
the alleged killing of his wife, and in 
which .in after yeara on his death bed 
a neighbor confeasad his guilt of the 
crime. 

Thomas D. Marcum, at present a 
member of the national democratic 
committee from Indian territory, spoke 
for about three-quarters of an hour, 
until dinner hour, when court was ad- 
joarned. Mr. Marcum started his 
speech again at 1:80 and at 3 p. m. Kn- 
ished. His morning effort was a fierce 
denunciation of the criminals and of 
the crime of assasBination and he 
apoke with telling effect in answer to 
Lafferty's argument that tha infliction 
of the death penalty waa wrong in 
principle. Marcum referred to the Bi- 
ble where he claimed God himself hnd 
declared that "Who so sheds man's 
blood by man shall have Ms own 
blood shed." His speech waa a mag- 
nlflcant effort for hia aide of the case, 
but at the afternoon teraion he aeemed 
drowsy and hardly spoke above a whis- 
per to the jury, so that none of the 
audience could hear him. He spoke 
slowly and quit at 3 p. m. At this hour 
Capt Ben B. Golden started bis argu- 
ataat aafl ha hsa made a good Imprea- 
alOD on the Jury. The effort of J. 8. 
Webster of Saturday for the defense 
seems to rankle In the hearts of the 
defense, as all of the attorneys who 
have apoke since that time on the op- 
poalta aide to Webster have taken 
great patna to answer him. Ooldaa 
waa merciless to Ewen, the main wit- 
ness of the prosecution, whom It was 
proven on the stand had been talked 
of in connection with a la lv of his 
home town. Oolden, in a moment of 
great passion, aald that be wanted the 
gentlemen of the papers to tell to the 
world on the morrow that a new word 
was coined In Kentucky by this Infa- 
mous scoundrel of a witn(>!;!i and that 
word was Bwenism, which .'■ l^nitied 
ercrytblng dirty, low and which main 
object waa tha dabauchmont of women 
and the deatructlon of happy homes.

William R. Lytle Placed Under Arrset 
In Montgomery, Ala. 

Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 11.— Under 
instructions from Superintendent of 
PoUee O'NeUl, of Chlcafo. Wa. Lytle, 
brothar oC Maala I^a, aUaa Marie 
Ctordon, ivaa arrested here Monday 
night Tha InMruetions from Chicago 
stated simply that Lytle was wanted 
there on the charge of assault to mur- 
der. 

The young man waa arreated at 223 
Smyth ttraat, tha honia tonmerly nin 
br bis sister. He denies having any 
knowledge of the shooting of Marie 
Gordon and refuses to return to Chi- 
cago without a formal requisition. 

Chicago, Aug. 11.— William R. Lytle 
is wanted by the Chicago police In 
connection with the shooting of Jacob 
Smith, a Negro porter In a south side 
resort. The man known as Lytle via 
Ited the place In company with .Marie 
Gordon, or Mamie Lytle, and as they 
were leaving the place the man en- 
gaged la a quarrel with the Negro and. 
It Is charged! shot him. Later Marie 
Gordon returned to the Auditorium An. 
nez and there attempted to end her 
life by shooting. At a late hour Mon- 
day night she was reported near death. 

Late Monday afternoon the woman 
made to the police the following ante- 
mortem statement: 

"My right name is Marie Gordon. 1 
live at 223 Smyth street. Montgomery, 
Ala. I came to Chicago on July 29, 
1903, and registered at the Auditorium 
hotel. On August 7, in company with 
W. R. Lortle, we Tlsited a number of 
housei of ill fame, at the last one of 
which my friend became engaged In a 
qtiarrel with a colored man. I stepped 
Into the cab which niy friend had en- 
gaged and as I did so I beard a pistol 
shot. W. R. Lytle left the house and 
Jumped OB the box of the cab and 
drove away. After going some dis- 
tance we left the cab on the street and 
I proceeded to the above named hotel. 
While very despondent I took a revol- 
ver which was In my satchel and shot 
flUraitf t^rlee In tha left' breast. I 
came to Chicago to kill myaelt (Sign- 
ed) Marie Gordon."

island of Martinique Swept By the 
Storm and at Fort De Franco 
There Wae Much Dsatruc* 
tiati af Property. 

San Juan, P. R., Aug. ll,r-The peo- 
pia of the ialaad are alarmed over the 
high souChaaat winds which are blow- 
ing. Hurricane slgmals have been set 
by the order of the weather bureau. 
Barbadoes reports that ft hOrrioaM la 
headed northwest. 

Washington. Aug. 11.— At tha weath- 
ar bureau Moadajr night It was stated 
that the hurricane seems to be in the 
neighborhood of San Domingo, but the 
bureau can not exactly place it be- 
cause. It was added, of the absence 
of reports due to the unsatisfactory ca- 
ble service. Such reports as hare been 
received, however, ahow that the dis- 
turbance la near that island and that 
It has an apparent northwest move- 
ment. The bureau has advised all 
points In that vicinity. Including the 
governor of Bahama Islands at Nas- 
sau and all oar gulf and ocean ports 
from New Orleans to fioston. On ac- 
count of the meager advices received 
the weather bureau Is unable to define 
exactly the course of the storm. 

Fort De France, Martinique, Aug. 10. 
—The Island of MarUniqua was swept 
by a hurricane of great violence Sun- 
day night. Its duration was ten hours 
and it was particularly severe during 
two hours at Fort De France, where 
it caused much destruction. Hundreds 
of houses were unroofed and aeveral 
aalling vessels were badly damaged. 

No fatalities, however, have been re- 
ported. The streets are encumbered 
wfth debris from the tiled roofs and 
the roads are impasFable on account 
of fallen trees which were literally 
torn up by the roots. Several towns 
on the Island suffered considerably, 
prindpaUy Trlnlto, St Marie, Carbet, 
St Joseph and Francois. , ,

He was out buggy riding 
with a young lady at the time and 
when he attempted to shoot himself 
she tried to knock the pistol from his 
hand, but the bullet entered his stom- 
ach. Inflicting tha wotmd from wlilch 
he died.

Thrse Christian Vlllagea, amileve,

Have Been Entirely Destroyed 
By the Turkish Troops. 

London. Aug. 11.— A news ageacf 
dispatch from Ooaataatlnopla says the 
Macedonian ioaorgaDts ara concentrat 
ing between Philip and Dlbra for the 

purpose of Intercepting Turkish nfa> 
forcements from Old Servia. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 11 —The repre- 
sentatives of the Macedonian revolu- 
tionary committee hare published a 
statement saying that the number of 
Insurgents In the district of Monastir 
•is 8,000 and that they are armed with 
rifles purchased in Greece. It also 
states that August 2 COO insurgent* de- 
stroyed three detachments of Turkish 
troops, numbering altogether 100, and 
attacked the town of Kitchevo btit fail- 
ed to occupy It. The Insurgents, how- 
ever, destroyed the Turkish viiluKe of 
Drougovo, whose inhabitants had come 
to the assistance of the garrison of 
Kitchevo. The statement further says 
that three Christian villages. Smiievo, 
Krouche and Bolno, near Monastir, 
hav'^ been completely destroyed by the 
Turlcish troops. 

Rome, Aug. 11.— It Is stated here 
that there has been an exchange of 
views between the powers regarding 
the situation in Macedonia and that 
apparently the powers have derided to 
support Austria and Itiissia in efforts 
to re-establish peace. l{e|ic>its previ- 
ously received from Italian consuls in 
the Balkans predicted the present re- 
vival of the insurrection which the 
consuls considered to be almost en- 
tirely the work of Boris Sarafoff, the 
Macedonian agitator, who is now in 
icommand of the Insurgents, it being 
pointed out that the attitude of the 
Bulgarian government has been cor- 
rect since receiving Russia's admoni- 
tion. 

The plan of Sarafoff as understood 
here is to bring at)Out European in- 
tervention by provoking the Turks to 
a massacre, and the murder of the 
Russian consul at Monastir, M. Rosto- 
voskl. Is considered here to have play- 
ed into the hands of the revolutionists 
in thi.o respect. M. RostovoskI is rep 
resented here as having l)een a very 
arrogant official, who upon occasions, 
boxed the ears of soldiers and police 
whose conduct displeased him.

Fu);itive Taylor's connection with it. 
Franlc Cecil, of Bell County, is the in- 
dividual, and when be flnithed bia teeti- 
many there it little donbt Powen re- 
gretted he ever obtained a new trial. 
The strongest point of Cecil's testimony 
was of a ooDTertation held with Oftleb 
Powers the aixht before the day of the 
murder, in which tlie defendant told 
him he waa aaeMBg a man who ooold be 
relied npon to shoot Goebel the next 
day, and practically offered him the job. 
He told Cecil that Youtsey had offered 
to do it bnt that he. Powers, was not 
willinK to trust him to do it, and bad 
sent to the mountains to get a man, and 
that thia man was .expected to arrive the 
next momiBff. When Oecil did not prof- 
fer hie serviceB Powers took iiitn into the 
preaence of Taylor in the private office of 
the Qoreraor. There Taylor made the 
•ame proposition, and told him that be 
had $2,500 of the Republican campaign 
fund left over which be would give him 
and a full pardon if he would do the kill- 
ing. Oa his refusal to do so Taylor 
threatened him with death if he ever 
told of the oonveraation between them, 
and witness said be promised never to 
divulge it. He made Powers the same 
promise on two occasions, bnt tired of 
being a fngitive from his home because 
of what he knew, determiaed to oonfsss 
and save bimsaU. 

No wonder Taylor fled from Kentocky 
after the damnable plot had been carried 
out. He knew when be issued that par- 
don to Powers be was giving it to one of 
the arch conspirators and in compliance 
with a previous arrangement. And Pow- 
ers' attorneys are now relying on this 
very pardon to get him free. Taylor 
didn't have any one to issue ^him a par- 
don, but if ever a Republican Governor 
is elected in Kentocky about the first 
thing he will do will be to pardon the 
entire g&os! who bioaght aboot the mnr- 
der of Goebel.

"While Mrs. Beulah Adams Blair and 
ron were at church Friday niieht thieves 
l^^rced an entrance into their hopte near 
Bliaavttle and stole aboai tlO in no«ey 
and smashed up some furniture. They 
then broke into the smoke house and 
stole about tli worth of meat. Mr. Nlok 
Gollenstein was called by telephone, and 
at 10:15 a. m. Saturday arrived with the 
Ifason Oonnty bloodhounds. After view- 
ing the premises, the office^ gave the 
dogs the scent and the fun began. The 
old dog took up the trail at once, and fol- 
lowed by nearly one hundred persons 
from all over the country, took a bee line 
for Hardy Spencer's, three-fourths of a 
mile away. The thieves had made an 
effort to enter Spencer's after leaving the 
Blair house, but were frightened away by 
Mrs. Spencer. From here the trail led 
to Thos.Byram's where Aadenon White, 
a gentleman of color, was spotted by the 
dogs. When nearing Mr. Byram's, the 
old dog left the trail long enough to pay 
his respects to Petor Ferry, another col- 
ored gent, who waa in a crowd the dog 
was passing. Returning to Hardy's, 
another trail waa strock which led to the 
cabin of John Doty, a colored gent, liv- 
ing on Doc. Seller's farm. After Deputy 
Sheriff Daugherty had arrested the trio, 
White confessed. After an affidavit by 
Officer Gollenstein, Mr. Daugherty took 
the accused to jail at Flemingsburg. 

"While none of the etolea property was 
recovere<l, it's only a matter of a few 
days time until the entire lot will be 
turned up. The arrest of one more party 
will unearth the whole business. The 
dogs never made a mistake, never seemed 
to hesitate, but just walked up to the 
parties aa though they were meeting old 
friends. 

"Twenty-five dollars was paid by the 
citisens to Mr. Gollenstein, and a similar 
amount is on hand for the next robbery. 

"The robbery of four houses here within 
two and one-half weeks, hsa thoroughly 
aroused the community, and there is 
talk of forming a vigllanoe committee. 

"Mr. Gollenstein and his pets won the 
admiration of our people, not only for 
the fine work they did, bnt for the gen- 
tlemanly manner in which Bfr. OoUen- 
steia went abont the work." 

Mr. Henry Bode, living above Aber- 
deen, reports quite an increase in bis 
live stock and animal pets laat Friday, 
a calf, nine pigs and four kittens all be- 
ing added to the number that day. Still 
some people say Friday Is an nnlncky 
day.
